Senator Smoot, republican, Utah, 
said the “real danger is that these 
men ‘get training in the revenue 
bureau, then go out and help big 
firms evade tax payments.” 

Dr. Adams said that might be 
true to some extent, but that he 
knew “of one man who left the 
bureau a year ago whose resigna- 
tion cost the government mililone 
of dollars in uncollected taxes for 
he was an executive with’ an expert 
knowledge of the work.” 

Wants Simpler Taxes. 

The witness said this was typical 

of the “labor turnover” and that it 


directly affected the tax collections 
and would continue to have a more 
direct effect on such collections un- 
less tax laws were simplified. 

Senator Smoot said ail those dif- 
ficulties could be avoided if reve- 
nue law which “the average man 
can understand” were passed by 
congress.

MRO. NOMA TUFT 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


Despondency Over Death 

of Husband Cause of 
Tragedy in Downtown 
Office Building Monday 
Afternoon. 


Despondency over the death of 
her husband ten months ago, which 
is believed to have been accentu- 
ated by the galety of the Christmas 
season, culminated in the suicide of 
Mrs. Noma Tuft, of Decatur, in the 
Cloak room of a local life insur- 
ance company on the eighth floor 
of the Trust Company of Georgia 
building, shortly after 3 o’clock 
Monday afternoon. Mrs. Tuft's 
mother had died near the Christmas 
holidays a year ago. 

Mrs. Tuft was ‘alone in the cloak 
room at ,the time of the 
occurrence. Clerks in the main 
offices heard the report of a 
pistol, and upon rusfing into the 
cloak room, found Mrs. Tuft lying 
upon the floor shot through the left 
temple.. A .32-caliber revolver from 
which one shot had been discharged, 
lay near her right hand. 

Mrs. Tuft, who was about 35 years 
of age, had been employed as. a 
register clerk in the accounts de- 
partment of the insurgnce compa- 
ny for about two months. _Since her 
employment there,* her associates 
had noticed that she was often de- 
spondent. Her relatives and most 
intimate friends stated that her 
mental depression was caused by 
the death of her husband, following 
shortly after the death of her 
mother. 

Approach ef Christmas. 

At the approach of the Christmas 
season, it is stated, her desponden- 
cy increased. and her spirits seem- 
ed to be greatly lowered, although 
she continued to perform her du- 
ties In a manner entirely satisfac- 
tory to her employers. 

The manner in which she ended 
her life is regarded as extremely 
strange, the pistol she used not 
being .a new weapon and the cir- 
cumstances under which it came

Petition for General Re- 
vision of Classification 
Will Be Given an Early 
Hearing by the Railroad 
Commission. 


An application for a general re- 
vision of its classification of com- 
modities as granted recently by the 
interstate commerce commission aft- 
er a hearing which attracted nation- 
wide attention, was filed by the 
American Railway Express compa- 
ny with the state railroad commis- 
sion Moffday afternoon. The pe- 
t'on was considered of so. much im- 
portance by Chairman C. Murphy 
Candler that he has deferred set- 
ting a date for the hearing and has 
referred it to the entire commission, 
which holds its next executive ses- 


sion December 30. 

This petition is the third to be 
filed with the state railroad com- 
mission’ within the las tfour months, 
and if granted it will result in an 
increased revenue for the corpora- 
tion, according to E. M. Price, rate 
expert of the commission, who is 
now examining the revised classifi- 
eation in order to make his report 
to the board. When the petition 
was before the interstate commerce 
commission, shipping interests 
throughout the country opposed its 
passage, it is stated, and one of 
the strongest contests before the 
commission this year resulted. 

Following the adoption of the 
petition of the American Railway 
Express company for 121-2 per cent 
increase in its rates, the Géorgia 
board granted the same application 
in regard to intrastate rates. The 
labor board of arbitration’ then 
granted an increase in wages to .ex- 
press employees, and another peti- 
tion for a 131-2 per cent increase 
in rates was filed with the inter- 
state commission and was subse- 
yuently granted, 

When the petition was:filed with 
the state railroad commission, how- 
ever, it was denied, ad the rates 
under the first application are now 
in effect. The present petition for 
a revision of the corporation's clas- 
sification of commodities will be 
considered OF the commission Thurs-

will be announced shortly after- 
ward, 

One of the most tmportant de- 
cisions expected to be reached dur- 
ing the executive session of the come 
mission, is the petition of the South- 
efn Bell Telephone company for in- 
creased exchange rates. This ap- 
pHcation was heard some time ago 
and has since been under serious 
consideration of the board. 

While no definite announcement 
has been made, it has been indi- 
cated by Chairman Candler that the 
study of affidavits submitted to the 
commission has been completed and 
the decision will be handed down 
early Thursday.

Gives Up Hope. 

Little hope that Captain Gabriele 
d’'Annunzio will be able to hold 
Fiume against Italian regulars is 
entertained by Signor Odenigo, lo- 
cal representative of the “regency 
of Quarnero,” who, with several 
friends and sympathizers, has been 
anxiously awaiting developments 
along the Adriatic. 

“TI am afraid all is lost, unfortu- 
nately, even honor,” said Signor 
Odenigo today. “All advices point 
to the conclusion that we must 
abandon even the last hope of be- 
ing Italian, as the government has 
granted the port of Baross, between 
Fiume and Susak, to Jugo-Slavia 
under secret understanding. The 
Italian government is now prepar- 
ing to occupy Fiume with military 
forces and apply the treaty by force. 
Captain d'Annunzio, with 4,500 men, 
cannot resist an attack by 20,000 un- 
less a miracle happens, but it is a 
shame.”

| dates All Business Deals. 


New York, December 27.--A mes- 
sage from George Tchitch2rin, soviet 
minister for foreign affairs, in 
which he denounced the present 
American administration for “hostil- 
ity” to the soviet government, was 
made public here today by Ludwig 
Cc. A. K. Martens, soviet “ambas- 
sador” to the United States. In 
accordance with orders contained 
in the message, Martens notified the 
‘department of labor that he will 
| surrender himself for deportation to 
| Russia on January 3. 

Instructions from his govern- 
ment, Martens said, were to the ef- 
fect that he must not appeal from 
the order for deportation. recently 
signed by Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son. Cancelation of $50,000,000 
worth of contracts with American 
firms was also ordered, according to 
Martens. < 

Meeting to Protest. 

A mass meeting to protest against 
the deportation of Martens will be 
held in Madison Square Garden Sun- 
day atfernoon by the American La- 
bor Alliance for Trade Relations 
with Russia. The alliance issued a 
statement tonight declaring that the 
action of the administration “does 
not in any way reflect the opinion 
of organized labor in America,” and 
contending that resumption of trade 
relations with Russia would relieve 
the unemployment situation in this 
country. 

The message from Tchitcherin de- 
clared that while most other na- 
tions of the world are entering into 
economic relations with soviet Rus- 
sia, America is making such rela- 
tions impossible. 

To Cancel Contracts. 

“We must resign ourselves to the 
fact that Russia for the time be- 
ing, due to the hostile attitude of 
the present American administra- 
tion, will have to get along without 
its co-operation,” the message said.

American administration expressed 
in this act cannot reflect the opinion 
of the American people, especially of 
the American workers, who have 
given so many warmly appreciated 
proofs of sympathy with the work- 
ers and peasants of Russia. 

‘Under the most trying circum- 
stances you have during two years 
honorably and patiently endeavored 
to carry out the instructions re- 
ceived by you to establish friendly 
relations with the United States. 
You did so notwithstanding mali- 
cious insults and petty persecutions 
on the part of some.elements in 
America, convinced that eventually 
the common interests of the people 
of America and Russia would elim- 
inate the obstacles to understanding. 


“Cold Fact.’ 


“Even now we are certain the 
masses of the American people will 
in time bring about such an un- 
derstanding. At the present mo- 
ment, however, we are confronted 
with the cold fact that America, 
who repeatediy avowed her good 
will toward the peopie vot Russia 
and with whom Russ.a for many 
reasons was eager to develop mu- 
tually advantageous co-operation in 
the economic field, makes such Co- 
operation imppssible. This is due 
at a time when. most other nations 
of the world, even such as openly 
conducted war against us and wast- 
ed no time on sentimental assur- 
ances of friendship, are entering 
into economic relations with Rus- 
sia.”’

right fist. 

The Bombardier thought the 
Frenchman was done for and was 
backing in his cornérwhen Georges 
came to. Then before Wells knew

BOM I PREDICTED 


Smith Points Out Shortage 
in Nation's Housing 
Facilities. 


That the United States as a whole 
is today facing the greatest case of 
“over supply” in its history in 
practically every line of productive 
industry, except that of home build- 
ing, but that the immediate future 
will witness tremendous forward 
strides in this direction was the 
opinion expressed by Percival 
Smith, editor of the general trade 
section of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, in a talk to members of the 
Atlanta Builders’ exchange at 
their weekly noonday luncheon 
Monday. 

“While the world war was on, 
Mr. Smith said, “every possible ef- 
fort was made to produce food, 
clothing, means of transporthtion 
and those vitally necessar» require- 
ments which war conditions de- 
manded. Such building as was done 
was to meet these war conditions, 
but the individual] housing of the 
nation was almost entirely sus- 
pended. 

“The birth rate of’ our houses 
dropped to about four per cent 
of normal, while the death rate— 
the loss through fire, deterioration 
and lack of upkeep—increased 
above normal. Millions—both pro- 
ducers and non-producers—had to 
be fed and clothed. The matter 
of shelter being of secondary im- 
portance, the temporary needs of 
the battlefield went forward while 
the permanent needs at home 
marked time. 

“Once under way, the  nation- 
wide movement to make the land 
produce the grain, the cotton, the 
meat, the wool and the hides that 
meant food and clothing for a great 
poftion of humanity, could not and 
did not stop with the signing of 
the armistice. The result is today 
an enormous oversupply. The mar- 
ket for our surplus products lies 
abroad, but the most of the world 
is broke and cannot buy. We over- 
inoked this possible contingency. 
We must stop now and help the 
world finance its way to our mar- 
kets. This is being done, and 
after a periog of readjustment, pro- 
duction will go on again in the 
usual high-pressure American man- 
ner. 

“But we must be housed—and 
we will be. The country is as far 
behind, or undersupplied, in this 
particular, as it is ahead, or over- 
supplied, in other ways. There is 
no argument on this point. A*vast 
hiilding nrorram is before us; the 
need is imperative now and can- 
not be side-stepped. Building ma- 
teri2l prices are rapidly righting 
to a sound basis. 

“When this time comés—and it !s 
close at hand—the big work will 
begin. Its carrying out will not 
be a matter of months, but of years, 
and when it-is once reasonably 
caught up with, Atlanta will be a 
city of double the population it 
is today.” 

Mr. Smith’s statements met with 
the hearty indorsement of those 
present at the luncheon, which was 
unusually well attended, and the 
general trend of oninion was that 
Atienta will soon be busv with a 
building movement such as it has 
never before known—one that will 
eclipse the past year with its in- 
crease of more than three million 
dollars over any previous year in 
the city’s history, and that this 
movement will continue for several 
‘years to come.

Farmers give evidence of much 
discouragement because of the low 
prices of farm products and -the 
continued high cost of many of the 
things a farmer must buy in order 
to continue operations. Some farm- 
ers claim they will be unable to 
make a crop next year because of 
this year’s losses. 

Grain Planting Stimulated. 

The low price of cotton seems to 
have stimulated the planting of 
winter grains, and if the areas ar 
not winter-killed it appears as if 
next year’s cotts»n acreage is al- 
ready reduced. There is a move- 
ment on foot, in which the south- 
ern bankers as well as “farmers 
are taking part, to effect a reduc- 
tion of at least one-third in the 
acreage planted to cotton next year. 
It is felt that this movement will 
be more successful because some of 
the banks are reported to have in- 
timated they will refuse credit'to 
farmers who persist in planting full 
acreages in to cotton for the 192) 
season. 

Tennessee reports indicate that 
there will be a considerable qaun- 
tity of cotton left in the fields, as 
with present prices some farmers 
say they cannot afford to pay for 
the picking. About 86 per cent of 
the crop in Tennessee had been 
pieked by December 1.
